Only two of the six
billed to speak were preae.it, Mrs. Johns
End Mrs. Diggs toth having failed to ap-
pear, it was tho intention, however, to
go on with the meeting as best they
coul 1.

The first speaker was Mrs. I I. Smith
of Ottawa, wlio is the state president of
the Y. C. T. L". brie spoke of the limi-
tation of the ball it, and thought tiiat it
was now too liui ted iu iJine d.rections
Bnd too sweeping in others. There are
men, she said, beiag born every rive min-
utes i:i this country in an atmosphere
thnt will make the:n not one-tent- h so
able to cjpe with the moral and linaucial
question of th ) nation, and not one-tent- h

so able to aseri intelligently the
rights of citizeaship as tne average
woman of the day. She believed
in the thinking woman because
the thinking woman was sure to
bear thinking, moral children. She
believed that if woman had the ballot
ehe could blot out forever the curse of in-

temperance. As iz is now, she said, the
whisky element rules the country. "In
the country there are 24'J,0')U suloons, all
mortgaged to the breweries. These sa-

loons control in t leir own favor at least
an average of fifteen votes each, or a to-

tal in tne country of 3,0011,000, nearly one
half of the total vole of either of the old
Ijart.es. If the woman got the ballot see
what she coind do."

II. U. iirowu was next called upon and
eaid in subtanco: ''For forty years 1
have been in favor of female suifrage
and in ail that tide I have never heard
one argument agmist it that was worthy
of intelligent consideration. The argu-
ments that are advanced against it are
cot of principle; .hsy are arguments of
policy. On our side are nature's laws
and God's purpose. Truth will at last
control the earth. Has not women dune
more for civilization thau man ever could?
"What would tae church be today if it
Lad not been for woman and her eleva-
ting influence? Would there have been
a c:iurch? Woman has always uplifted
man. How can we refuse her the privi-
lege of standing equally with us in the
Lailot wnen we that behind every
prea; ma n at jod a mother? The hope
of the future depends on woman' eleva-
tion. aat woman, is, the nation must
be.

"I am a firm believer in the law of
heredity. A slare woman will bring
forth a slave child. Have not the slave
mothers of the aa t brought forth the
slav es of monopoly that are at the head
of our nation tod iv? No manly man can
come of a degraded woman.

The woman raises the child. It is
nature's law that the child should belong
to her, mid I say it is a curse to Ameri-
can civiiiz-itio- that the courts give the
child to the father.

"Woman has certainly proven her abil-
ity equU with man in every in-

tellectual way and yet no man can stoop
to the depths a o;uaa can in iniquity.
Look at our womea lobbyists who otand
about the halls of legislation and play on
our lawmakers' I anest passions to accom-p- l

all moit unhcl legislation. Raise her
u b v o ibis.

"it is said that woman cannot vote be-
cause she cannot tight. We don't want
her to tight. It were better if we had
no armed force m the country. The
standing army is a menace to peace.

"Ail eyes of the nation are on Kansa3
now. I know that suifrage is comingbecause God is will it and it is right,
but it is necessary that Kansas should
set t he example."

Hon. Albert GriSn (the Republican)
w a in the audienc e, and came forward
and talked. He denounced Republicans
for failing to put a sullrage plank iu the
state plattorm, and aiso abused the mem-
bers of the party who had been in favor
of suifrage but uad declared that tney
would oppose it aow s.mply because the
Populist had been wise enough to adopt
it. It was simply petty spite, he said.

At the close of Mr. Grutiin's remarks
Z F. Ri.ey was called and talked along
much tne same hue as Mr. Gntli.i.

M rs. Lva M. Buokman of the Leaven-wor- m

The city council has had the matter

of improving the "speaking facilities" at
the city park brought to its notice by a
resolution introduced .it its last meeting
by Councilman Bradford, asking that a
committee investigate the building and
seats at the park and report at the next
meeting.

BATTERY 1J TO DISBAND.

Political llif.'jrfiici'" In tlin Kinkl IJrln
About Immoral z itlun.

There is a well founded rumor that
Battery B, located at Top k i, and com-
manded by Lieutenant II. M. Pnillips,
will be disbanded.

'I he reasons assigned ars that the bat-
tery is demoralized, and that Ihera is di- -

vision iu its ranks cauaed by political
I differences.
I It is said that during the strike troubles
teeeiai uieuiueia in tuo oauio io
the armory wearing the white ribbons
which declared their sympathy with the
striker, while the other faction wore the
little flag which is taken to indicate the
opposite. Nothing was said on the mat-
ter at the armory, tut some rather warm
discussion took place outsiei ).

Ihen there is another source of trou-
ble. E. S. Hunter is second duty ser-

geant of the battery, and ho is also cap-
tain of the Coxoy Home guard. When
he accepted the latter position the com-
mander of the battery protested and
took the uosition that iliu'er c.iuid not
consistently occupy both positions. Hun-
ter refused to resign the captaincy of the
Home guard, but when he mirched
down the street with "General" Artz
and the "army," the limit was reached,
and LieuteuautPniilips applied forHun-ter'- s

d:scharge. The matter hung tire
until last week, when the captain of the
Hume guard assured the comman der of
the battery that tiie guard was no longer
doing active work, and that he regretted
the part he had taken in the organiza-
tion. The application for his discharge
was then withdrawn and harmony was
established.

At the meeting of the elate military
board this week it is understood the
question of disbanding the battery was
discusse 1 ani while no action was taken
by the board the matter wa) left in a
condition not favorable to its continua-
tion.

The greater number of the battery are
Republicans.

Lieutenant Phillips said when asked
about the reported disbandment of the
battery "I have received no word of any
kind about it.' As far as dis-ensio- in
the ranks are concerned there is no truth
in it and we have never allowed politics
to be discussed in the battery."
